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~ GUARDING OUR 
PRICELESS HERITAGE

“I say unto all, Watch.’—Mark 13:37 
This theme should be the common 


| concern of the entire family of the 


twice-born. Men of faith and vision de- 
clare with one accord that the heritage 
that has come down to us at infinite 
cost is precious beyond expression. It 
is not the inherent value and precious- 
ness of the family heritage that is the 
burden of this message, but rather the 
urgency of the need for consistent watch- 
fulness and courageous guardianship of 
the heavenly riches that have been com- 
mitted to our trust. 

Just now, at great expense and through 
the sacrificial efforts of a great army of 
volunteers, our country is dotted by 
lookout stations, where  eagle-eyed 
watchers keep vigil for enemy planes. 


_ There is ample reason for all this. But 
where is the spiritual counterpart of 
these precautionary measures? Where? 


There has never been a time since 
the Lord launched His Spirit-anointed 
witnesses on their mission of world 


evangelism when the church was not 
_ assailed by strong and relentless enemies. 
_ This opposition to God and righteous- 
ness will not taper off, but will get worse 


} as the age comes to a close. Verily it 
_ behooves every vital religious body in 
- general and every redeemed child of 


God in particular to dig in and watch 
out. 

Open frontal attacks will never dent 
our line. The Christian’s armor is com- 
plete and adequate when we face the 
enemy as good soldiers of Jesus Christ. 
It is when we begin to fraternize with 


the enemy that we expose ourselves 


and invite disaster. Our really great ad- 
versary is none other than the god of 
this world. When spiritual people begin 
to slip, there is only one way to fall, 
and that is back to the beggarly ele- 
ments of the world. No wonder the great 
apostle warned, “Love not the world, 
neither the things that are in the world.” 

Israel, against whom the iron chariots 
of Pharaoh were only a temporary threat, 
later fell prey to insidious flesh-pot ap- 
peals to inner weakness—in their hearts 
they turned back into Egypt. The last 
day’s debacle of the church will not 
come from overwhelming odds from 
without. The falling away will make the 
world ripe for the man of sin. We could 
predict here with reasonable accuracy 
that the first indications of that decline 
will be, as always, the infiltration of 
ambitions and motivations that have 
their roots deep in the subsoil of this 
world. 

We shall now set in order a few 
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principles in revealed religion, and fol- 
low with some historic observations and 
remarks. First, the course of this world 
is evil, and its chief characteristics are 
selfishness and pride. Sin puts its first 
roots deep in the self life, and all the 
evils of a distorted world order can be 
traced to this root cause. 


Second, religion begins where sin had 
its beginning. God’s ax is laid to the 
root of this tree. In the words of the 
Master, “If any man will come after 
me, let him deny himself, and take up 
his cross daily, and follow me.” Positive- 
ly the only approach to the kingdom 
of God is by way of repentance and 
contrition. When all pride and self- 
will is renounced and broken down, then 
Jesus the Saviour becomes Christ the 
Lord. Make no mistake at this point. 
Christianity begins when self is deposed 
and the will of God becomes paramount 
in-the life. 

Third, backsliding begins here also. 
Fleshly appetites and desires that cluster 
about self-interest and the things of this 
life will assert themselves again unless 
the cross-way of life is maintained. 

When Israel, the nation under God, 
was backsliding and spiritual vision was 
growing dim, the lofty airs of Gentile 
kings appealed to their expanding van- 
ity. They clamored for a king like the 
nations. This was a rejection of the 
kingship of Jehovah. He was grieved 
and warned them faithfully, but to no 
avail. Alas, how soon they became like 
the nations, not only in the costly trap- 
pings of kingly splendor, but also in 
character and spirit. When at long last 
their Messiah came they had lost both 
their king and their standing among 
nations. Their position was lowly in- 
deed, but not their hearts. Their religion 
had taken on the color and content of 
intense, frustrated nationalism. And 
when Jesus brought them a pure spir- 
itual gospel, the vision of most of them 
could not rise above the old dream of 
mundane things. So the nation with a 
checkered history added its darkest page 
when it crucified the Lord of glory. 

His twelve standard bearers were 
chosen from the lowly walks of life and 
carefully trained by the Master in the 
laws and principles of the kingdom. It 
is a little difficult to see how these chosen 
disciples in the presence of the meek 
and lowly Jesus could engage in carnal 
scrimmage for place and personal ad- 
vantage, but this is part of the record. 
It is not too difficult, however, when we 
remember our common heritage with 
them from Adam. The Master was pa- 


tient and thorough in teaching these 
relatively good men against this com- 
mon malady. Suffice to say, however, 
that the example and teaching of Jesus 
was not sufficient to effect a cure in 
these pillars of the church. Their fleshy 
ambitions died with Jesus on that mid- 
die cross. 

The early chapters in the Acts of the 
Apostles reveal an amazing change in 
the Lord’s disciples. The crushing ex- 
perience of the cross, the dark days of 
mourning, followed by the living hope 
by the resurrection, and climaxed by 
the mighty baptism of the Spirit at 
Pentecost, all combine in starting off 
the little church with qualities of purity 
and power that startled and challenged 
the world. Men of low estate became 
mighty through God. It is both thrilling 
and instructive to follow the inspired 
report on the infant church in action 
under the leadership of men clothed 
upon with power from on high. These 
leaders seem to have neither time nor 
inclination to lead anybody to believe 
that they were other than ordinary men. 
The purity and selflessness of their moti- 
vations should not be forgotten in the 
glamor of that fullness of power with 
which they testified and preached the 
gospel. There was no flair for money, 
no bid for honors, no parading of gifts, 
no attempt to appease the flesh. Having 
freely received, they freely gave the 
glorious gospel. “So mightily grew the 
word of the Lord and prevailed.” Even 
yet there is an afterglow on these pages 
of sacred history sufficient to light the 
fires of inspiration in the hearts of all 
who hunger for pure and undefiled re- 
ligion. 

It is hard to believe that a church 
with such foundations could be in dan- 
ger from fleshly elements within, but 
this was and is the tragic lesson of his- 
tory. Did not the Lord warn us about the 
final effects of a little leaven? From this 
distance we can see so little in the early 
church environment upon which the 
tentacles of fleshly pride could lay hold. 
Yet during the liftime of those pioneers 
of the Christian way of life there were 
trends that brought from the apostles 
repeated warnings and exhortations to 
watch the gates against those who would 
seek their own, or take advantage of the 
brotherhood, or would advance claims 
to special prerogatives or pre-eminence, 
contrary to the simple gospel of Christ 
and His apostles. 

It remained for church historians to 
take us down the path of gradual sur- 
render to carnal forces. Great bishops, 
unchastened by suffering, fattened and 
spoiled by large and indulgent congre- 
gations, began to build for themselves. 
No longer content to be the simple 
shepherds and overseers of the flock, 
they revived the old question of who 
should “be accounted the greatest.” 
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There were many great churches pre- 
sided over by great bishops; so the 
competition was keen. After years of 
carnal maneuvering, rival leaders suc- 
ceeded in launching rival hierarchies 
that have marshaled millions behind 
false banners from that day forward. 
This is the tragic error of the ages. To 
clothe men in royal colors and enthrone 
them in regal splendor is still quite 
enough to hold religious men who have 
lost or have never known the true glory. 
It would be interesting to chronicle 
a brief history of revival movements 
that have been raised up through the 
Christian era, and trace the probable 
causes for the gradual fading of the 
spiritual glow, but space and time de- 
mands that we come at once to our own 
latter day’s Pentecostal visitation. It 
came at a time when the termites of 
so-called modern thought were slowly 
eating away the foundations of true 
religion. Once again God began to pour 
out His Spirit upon hungry souls here 
and there. Devout men were again heard 
to speak with tongues and magnify God. 
Men and women untrained in theology 
and without the slightest acquaintance 
with homiletics began to preach the 
gospel with an unction that compelled 
attention, and the preached word was 
being confirmed with signs following. 
It should be understood that all this 
was on a small scale and in widely 
scattered areas. This was no mushroom 
affair. There were in those days small 
remnants of Bible-reading Christians 
who had never been satisfied with the 
efforts to explain away the supernatural, 
and to them this message and testimony 
was electrifying. There was an upsurge 
of faith, a new and passionate hunger 
for God accompanied with heart-search- 


ings and all-out consecrations. Tears of 


penitence and shouts of victory were 
mingled in a refrain that spelled out 
full salvation in any language. Folks 
did not come. this way without paying 
a price, but having paid it they were 
radiantly happy and dead in earnest. 
These little exuberant groups soon 
found themselves in disfavor with the 
powers that be in the old-line churches. 
Looked upon with suspicion and de- 
nounced as dangerous, they soon found 
happy adjustment in a small but dynam- 
ic fellowship, where they could wor- 
ship and minister in their new-found 
freedom. Looking back to those days, I 
recall with amazement that lingers the 
utter disregard for poverty or wealth 
or station in life. Great and small were 
in the dust together. One of the best- 
loved hymns was “He is All I Need.” 
Jesus was so real and wonderful. The 
very mountains and hills seemed to flow 
down at His presence. Completely sat- 
isfied without the world’s glittering tin- 
sel, and content to be the objects of its 
scornful hatred, those rugged pioneers 
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had something that made them attract- 
ive and convincing. 

From lowly beginnings and in spite 
of intense opposition, this work has made 
steady progress. But attempts to set 
forth accomplishments of a_ religious 
crusade is almost certain to gather into 
its sails the prevailing winds of this 
world. I must go on to say that for the 
number of stable churches, the strength 
and outreach of our missionary enter- 
prise, the progress in Christian educa- 
tion, and the over-all contribution to 
the one cause upon which the future 
of the race depends should cause us to 
bow low and ascribe all praise and hon- 
or to the Lord for having worked with 
us and Who alone has rendered our 
efforts acceptable and effectual. 

This little excursion into history and 
the effort to pinpoint certain lessons to 
our profit will prove in vain unless we 
succeed in these closing remarks in 
impressing our readers that we are com- 
mon clay with those in the past who 
have struggled up steep inclines to 
radiant success and then have stumbled 
downgrade to darkness and failure. 
There are very definite reasons for the 
ebb and flow of spiritual tides. If we 
are to have a future that is better or 
even comparable and worthy of our 
past, we will need to learn over again 
some of the lessons of yesterday. One

all the glory of man as the flower of 
grass.” As a movement we dare not con- 
tribute to the delinquency of men who 
project themselves and _ their projects 
instead of promoting the common cause 
and sharing equally in the honors and — 
sufferings of the common brotherhood. 


Once again, if this movement is to 
retain its good sense and religious bal- 
ance, it must draw the line against all 
comers with a money complex. Men 
who lay up treasure on earth while they 
preach that people should lay theirs 
up in heaven are neither consistent nor 
worthy. Bear in mind here something 
that was said before about the very 
heart and soul of world disorder being 
of them is that “all flesh is grass, and 
selfishness and pride. If we go very far 
down either of these bypaths we will 
soon be traveling alone. The selfless 
lowly Jesus will refuse to go along. 


I do not wish to be misunderstood 
here. Our full gospel movement, while 
not above question in some matters, is 
still at the top so far as progressive 
evangelism is concerned. It is not the 
amount of questionable extraneous mat- 
ter, but rather the attitude of the masses 
toward these things that is the real oc- 
casion for alarm. 

I think we could all agree that in 
these dangerous times we need an army 
of watchers who take their religious 
responsibility seriously. If we are un- 
concerned when we see truth in its true 
balance obscured and the people, any 
people, confused or exploited, then we 
are not true soldiers, but shrinking cow- 
ards. Abraham beat off the strange birds 
that were attracted to his altar. Should 
we leave ours entirely exposed? Verily 
this is no time to glory in past accom- 
plishments and toss flowers on the graves 
of departed heroes while we settle down 
in smug complacency and gradually 
and imperceptably take on earthly at- 
titudes that hold at their core the seeds 
of death. 

I close with a simple appeal for 
consistency and reality in our religious 
approach. Should we not pray definitely 
that this great movement will purge 
itself of practices or propaganda patterns 
which are not compatible with the spirit 
and letter of the New Testament, and 
go forward to see a world-shaking re- 
vival? A revival that is firmly anchored 
to the solid and unshakable foundation 
of the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ 
Himself being the chief cornerstone.

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BIBLICAL ARCHAEOLOGY

Within recent years the study of 
Biblical Archaeology has become tre- 
mendously popular. This is both mani- 
fest and encouraged by the stream of 
articles and books coming from the re- 
ligious press. Nearly every Christian 
college and Bible 
institute has in- 
cluded in its cur- 
riculum courses in 
the archaeology of 
the Old and New 
Testaments. The 
secular press has 
not overlooked the 
news potential of 
discoveries in this 
a 8 field, and though 
M. H. BEICKSEN jn most cases the 
facts are presented accurately enough, 
the interpretations given are frequently 
misleading. In Christian circles as well, 
there may be some tendency to inade- 
quate or overdrawn application. Since 
this subject has achieved such promin- 
ence and contains such promise, it would 
seem profitable to make some brief sur- 
vey of its actual worth to today’s Chris- 
tian. 

The primary purpose of archaeology 
is to gain an understanding of man’s 
life in bygone ages. As a science, it is 
the systematic study of the material 
remains of the past. The historian makes 
much use of written documents, but 
these are often fragmentary and incom- 
plete. Many other things have survived 
from the very times which we wish to 
study. Obviously, both kinds of material 
are necessary for a full and accurate 
picture of ancient life. All down through 
the centuries there have been lying in 
ruins the homes and cities of the ancient 
peoples of the Bible lands—palaces, tem- 
ples, tombs, monuments—with their in- 
scriptions, their form and shape, their 
art and utility, mutely awaiting their 
discovery and opportunity to testify of 
the things which have been. 

Is there a providence in that? We be- 
lieve there is. Back of everything God 
permits there is a providence. The dust 
of ages has lain heavily upon these ruins 
and materials. Buried and undisturbed 
through the centuries, they have awaited 
-God’s hour for their revealing. Biblical 
archaeology was born at the very time, 
during the last century, when destructive 
critics rose to their height in denying 
the Word and disputing its trustworthi- 
ness. When the attack became most 
vicious, men were locating, discovering, 
digging up and deciphering those an-

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cient monuments and inscriptions. Their 
testimony was an eloquent and unan- 
swerable defense of the Bible. Count- 
less passages which had been rejected 
by critics as unhistorical or contradictory 
to known facts were confirmed in this 
manner. 


The Bible is a historical book, and 
the great truths of our faith are based 
on the historical facts revealed within 
it. It is no accident that this Book came 
to be written at the times, by the per- 
sons, and in the manner in which it was 
given. Neither is it any accident that it 
was preserved through dark ages and 
times more favorable, until the present. 
Can we suppose then that the fall and 
decay of the nations of the Bible lands 
was purely incidental to the course of 
history? Or that the preservation of 
those materials called archaeological is 
without special significance? And can 
it be mere accident that some men sud- 
denly developed an extraordinary in- 
terest in the antiquities of the Near 
East? Our conclusion must be that here 
we have a manifestation of God’s pur- 
pose and plan of divine providence, in 
preserving and bringing to birth from 
the dust of centuries this host of wit- 
nesses in confirmation and_ testimony 
of the historical trustworthiness and ac- 
curacy of the Word of God! 


While it is evident that in very many 
instances what has been stated by the 
Biblical writers has been signally con- 
firmed by archaeological discoveries, a 
bit of reflection will reveal a certain 
weakness in the attempt to prove the 
truth of the Bible by this means. To say 
that archaeology confirms what the Bible 
says implies that we have a correct un- 
derstanding of what the Bible does say. 
In other words, this is a matter of in- 
terpretation, and simply points up our 
need of an adequate knowledge of the 
Word itself and in no sense robs archae- 
ology of its confirmatory value. To us 
then, as Christians, the value of Biblical 
archaeology will be in direct proportion 
to our understanding of the Word. 

It seems apparent that the primary 
purpose of the Biblical writers was 
neither historical nor literary, but spir- 
itual and religious. Historical fact was 
used for the lessons it taught. So we 
may expect the Bible to be historically 
accurate while at the same time it is 
not a book of history. Its primary value 
to us at all times remains its revelation 
of divine truth and God’s plan concern- 
ing our redemption. Therefore, much 
that is said in the Bible, and for that 
matter the most important part, cannot 
be tested or confirmed by archaeological 
evidence. Yet it may be taken for grant- 


ed that if the historical record is ac- 
curate, the spiritual content is also re- 
liable. Religious truth and_ historical 
fact are often regarded as completely 
separated, but it is difficult to see how 
in the case of the inspired Book they 
can be divorced. 


Archaeology also illuminates the text 
of the Scriptures. Numerous puzzling 
and difficult passages have yielded up 
their meaning in the light of archaeologi- 
cal discoveries. An enormous contribu- 
tion has thus been made in the fields of 
Biblical interpretation and exegesis, and 
this is so important it has come to be 
regarded as one of the main functions 
of Bible archaeology. It has been said 
that what we really need after all is not 
to defend the Bible but to understand 
it. While we hold no brief for the adage 
that “truth will take care of itself,’ we 
readily agree that here is where this 
new science has made one of its greatest 
contributions. Much of the Bible re- 
quires no explanation. It is so human 
and universal that men everywhere can 
understand it. Its central teachings and 
ideas are easily apprehended and _ fol- 
lowed by the most untutored readers, 
while on the other hand there is a great 
deal of misunderstanding and difficulty 
in interpreting some parts of the Scrip- 
tures. Every available help then be- 
comes important to the earnest Christian 
who is anxious to know more of the 
riches of God’s Word. The student of 
the Bible then many expect definite help 
from this new handmaiden of Scrip- 
tural knowledge. The exact kind will 
depend on his conception of the basic 


_purpose of the Bible and the nature of 


its contents. 

Interest in and appreciation of the 
subject of Biblical archaeology, which 
otherwise might well prove extremely 
dry and literally “dusty,” is enhanced by 
a consideration of its purposes and ob- 
jectives. Our study of the historical as 
well as all other parts of the Bible finds 
its ultimate value in its outworking in 
our life and destiny. With increasing 
interest and better methods and organi- 
zation, we may expect to witness a 
greatly augmented flood of discoveries 
of varying significance, all of which will 


‘need evaluation and application. Let 


us be alert to the purpose of God in the 
historical manifestations revealed to us 
in these last days. 


The remedy for an under-estimate of 
sin is a fresh vision of Calvary.

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groups that are developing sane, practi- 
cal, and successful expansion programs. 


No greater challenge is presented to 
us than the many new communities that 
are springing up around all of our cen- 
ters of population. Where orchards and 
vineyards and rolling hills existed just 
a year or two ago, row upon row of new 
houses, sometimes numbering into the 
thousands, have mushroomed—practic- 


ally overnight. This makes it imperative 
that we evaluate our own heart motives. 
We must realize that we are susceptible 
to the danger of working for ourselves 
or our church, or our record or reputa- 
tion—meanwhile losing sight of a higher 


objective, that of working together for 


God and His kingdom. It does not make

immediate area. Truly this calls for 
big men, as well as big ideas. 

By this time next month a complete 
report of our new policy in home mis- 
sions will be given through this column. 
In the next few days our home missions 


and church extension committee will be | 


in session to put the finishing touches 


on our future program and to draft plans _ 
for launching an all-out offensive and — 


an aggressive effort to kindle enthusiasm 
for church expansion throughout the 
District. Meanwhile let me allay any 
fears that this new development may 
mean the end of home missions as we 


have known it for years in this District. — 
We do not advocate an indiscriminate | 


abandonment of any of our present proj- 
ects, no matter how long the District 


has supported them. We are committed, | 


too, to the principle of encouraging 
struggling works in our less populated 
areas. In fact the financial and material 


assistance, whether partial or complete, | 
of nonself-supporting works in needy | 
areas will always be known to us as _ 


home missions. The establishing of new 


aoe 


works in strategic locations that give — 


promise of being completely self-suport- 


ing shall be known as church extension. 


It is the desire of the entire commit- 
tee to design a practical program that 
shall insure the success of these two 
phases of our great District work as it 
affects our home base. It naturally fol- 
lows, then, that a stronger home: base 
ultimately becomes a stronger foreign 
missionary force. We invite you to work 
and pray with us to this end. Let me 
remind you again, as I did a month ago, 
that we are always happy for your sug- 
gestions, criticism, and especially your 
prayers.

THAT WE MIGHT BE PARTAKERS 


By Bob Scott 


Surely no one will challenge the 
writer's statement that the Chuch of 
our Lord is now facing an hour of great 
temptation; temptation to conformation 
instead of transformation, temptation 


to seek popularity at the 
price of principle. Ours 
is the Laodicean - Age, 
that producer of Divine 
nausea regarding which 
John the Revelator has 
sounded warning. But, 
praise to God, ours is 
also a day when God’s 
own dear children are 
experiencing a renewed 
hungering for reality and revival, for 
passion and power, yea for anointing 
and for authority over all the powers 
of this evil age. A consciousness has 
seized the heart of many sincere Pente- 
costal believers that we, as yet, are not 
fulfilling our God-given destiny in be- 
half of a wicked and adulterous gener- 
ation. As we compare our lives and our 
experience with the lift and experience 
of our Lord, as we compare our feeble 
efforts with His glorious ministry, all 
the while noting that He has indisput- 
ably declared . . . “the works that I do 
ye shall do also and greater than these 
shall ye do,” . . . then we are convinced 
that as Christ's Ambassadors we are 
somehow, some way falling short of the 
mark and of the prize of our high calling 
in Christ. 

In searching his own heart for the 
answer to his dilemma, the writer has 
often had his attention directed by the 
Spirit to 1 Peter 1:3, 4. In these verses 
the Apostle declares that through the 
knowledge of Him who has called us .. . 
are given unto us exceeding great and 
precious promises: that by these ye 
might be partakers of the divine nature, 
having escaped the corruption that is in 
the world through lust.” This is what we 
hunger for. This is the desire of every 
true child of God: to be a partaker of His 
divine nature. Only as this is our portion 
can we expect to partake of His anoint- 
ing and so be enabled to do His work. 
O that this truth might grip our hearts! 
Because He is holy, harmless, undefiled, 
and separate from sinners, therefore 
God hath anointed Him with the oil of 
gladness above His fellows . . .anointed 
Him to preach the gospel to the poor, 
anointed Him to heal the brokenhearted, 
anointed Him to preach deliverance to 
the captives and recovering of sight to 
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the blind. His holiness was responsible 
for His anointing of power, and this is 
the nature, the divine nature, of which 
we by His promises must become par- 
takers. 

What are these exceeding great and 
precious promises? How do they effect 
in us the partaking of the divine nature? 
How shall we achieve their fulfillment 
in our lives? 

The first promise that we have from 
Him is eternal life—“and this is the 
promise that He hath promised us, even 
eternal life.” 1 Jno. 2:25. Every regen- 
erate believer has experienced the re- 
ceipt of this promise, and we know that 
being born “not of the will of men, but 
of God,” we are in a measure, partakers 
of the divine nature, for old things are 
passed away and behold all things are 
become new. By the washing of regen- 
eration and the renewing of the Holy 
Ghost the sons of Belial are become the 
sons of God. The receipt of this promise 
has wrought in our lives a work of holi- 
ness and planted therein a new seed, a 
seed of divinity. We are becoming par- 
takers! 

The next promise that we have from 
Christ is the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 
By His very name much is revealed 
concerning His nature and ministry. He 
is a HOLY Spirit. Christ has promised 
us the very same anointing that He re- 
ceived from the Father! “But ye shall 
receive power after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth... for 
the promise is unto you, and to your 
children, and to all that are afar off, 


even as many as the Lord our God shall ' 
call” Acts 1:8; 2:39. Thanks be unto 

God, we who are Pentecostal, not by 

creed, nor by profession, but by experi- 

ence have also received this promise 

Well do we recall what purging and 

purifying, what refining and cleansing 

directly preceded this mighty infilling. 

Sins of the spirit, habits of the mind, 

desires of the heart which at conversion | 
had scarcely seemed sin now loomed 

mountainous as the light of His holiness 

shone in upon our souls. Then, as con-_ 
secration was made complete, the Holy 
Spirit of Burning consumed the sacrifice. 
You see, in an even greater measure, 
God’s promise had effected in us the 
partaking of the divine nature of holi- 
ness. 

It is sad to relate, but most of us have 
come thus far but little further. How- 
ever, this is not as far as our Lord -in- 
tends that we should come, neither have 
we reached the end of His provision for 
us. God has another exceeding great and 
precious promise which . will, as His 
Word is true, produce still deeper con- 
secration, still greater purity of life than 
we have yet experienced. Listen to these 
words; let their message grip your 
heart. Sense their urgency, their immi- 
nence! “Ye men of Galilee, why stand 
ye gazing up into heavenP This same 
Jesus, which is taken up from you 16 
heaven shall so come in like manner as 
ye have seen Him go into heaven... 
for as the lightning cometh out of the 
east and shineth even unto the west, so 
shall also the coming of the Son of man 
be... be ye therefore ready for in such 
an hour as ye think not the Son of man_ 
cometh . . . He which testifieth these | 
these things saith, Surely I come quickly! | 
Beloved, now are we the sons of God, | 
and it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be: but we know that when He | 
shall appear, we shall be like Him; for |

we shall see Him as He is. And every 
man hath this hope in him PURIFIETH 
HIMSELF even as He is pure.” 


O reader, the factor determining the 


- extent to which God poured out His 


Spirit upon Jesus of Nazareth was His 
utter sinless purity. Because He was 
“holy, harmless, undefiled, and separate 


from sinners” God gave the Spirit not 
by measure unto Him. If this anointing 
was necessary before Christ could do

Christianity Pitted Against 
Communism in Indonesia 

According to Dr. Pouw Ie Gan, sec- 
retary of the Council of Chinese Church- 
es in Indonesia, Communism is the great- 
est problem facing the Christian church 
in Indonesia. Communists working to 
separate Christians from the church have 
succeeded in weaning away from Chin- 
ese Sunday school about 40 per cent of 
the Non-Christian Chinese children who 
formerly attended. 


President Cites Moral Values Need 

President Eisenhower has said that 
the alternative to government based on 
religious faith “is a godless civilization, 
namely Communism.” In an informal 
talk at the White House to editors of 
119 Protestant church papers, the Presi- 
dent further stated: “It is my unshak- 
able belief that only by rejuvenation of 
respect for moral values can the world 
possibly come through this long period 
of tension.” 


Christians in Israel Increase 

There are 3,000 Christian Jews in Is- 
rael, according to the latest official re- 
port of the Israel government. Dr. Jacobs 
Gartenhause, president of the Interna- 
tional Board of Jewish Missions, who 
recently returned to the United States 
‘from a tour of Israel, reports that the 
number of Christian Jews is constantly 
increasing. 


Many Licenses 

The United States now has one alco- 
hol beverage license for every 210 adult 
citizens. 


High Cost of Cold War 

In a recent speech, President Eisen- 
hower cited some of the costs of the cold 
war in terms which every American can 
understand. He pointed out: 

The cost of one modern heavy bomber 
is this: a modern brick school in more 
than 30 cities. 

It is two fine, fully equipped hospitals. 

It is some 50 miles of concrete high- 
way. 
We pay for a single fighter plane with 
a half million bushels of wheat. 

We pay for a single destroyer with 
new homes that could have housed 
8,000 people. 

It k ie surprising, therefore, that 
America suffers from a shortage ot 
school housing and of hospital facili- 
ties, that blighted areas and slums still 
scar her cities, that her inadequate high- 
ways continue to take a death toll higher 
than all her shooting wars.

CALLS CITY BOARDS TO PRAYER 


At a meeting in Lodi the Central 
division of the League of California 
Cities hailed Turlock mayor Enoch 
Christoffersen’s campaign to encourage 
other city councils in the state to open 
their meetings with prayer. 

Mayor Christoffersen, recently unani- 
mously returned to office by his fellow 
councilmen in Turlock, is a member of 
Turlock’s Bethel Temple, and he serves 
on our District’s camp committee, the 
committee charged with the responsibil- 
ity of the upkeep and development of 
Bethany Park. 

The Turlock mayor has sent letters 
to 320 city councils throughout Cali- 
fornia, asking them to consider adopting 
the policy of opening each meeting with 
prayer, a procedure observed in Turlock 
since November 1951, which he and 
other civic leaders feel has been a defin- 
ite help in meeting the problems that 
naturally face such a body. In his let- 
ters to the cities, he adds: “He knows 
all the answers, and has promised to 
give wisdom to those who ask it of 
Him. We feel we have received wisdom 
from above in many of our perplexing 
problems by having invocation at each 
meeting.” At the Lodi meeting, he said: 
“We have so many perplexing problems 
to handle as public servants, and we 
must find the right solutions to these 
problems. There is a Power above, which 
can help us find these solutions . . . and 
we need only to ask for that help.” 

Oakdale and other cities in central 
California are seriously considering mak- 
ing the move to having an invocation 
at the business meetings of their coun- 
cils. The plan is to have the local min- 
isterial association supply the minister to 
attend the meetings to offer the prayer. 

This move to recognize the need for 
the guiding grace of God in the affairs 
of men is gratifying indeed. The faith 
that was expressed in the early days of 
our republic, and still is imprinted on 
our coins, is welcome to those who have 
learned to orient their thinking with the 
fact and will of God as a backdrop to 
every plan and consideration. And we 
are indeed proud of the fact that one 
of our members, Brother Enoch Christo- 
ffersen, is spearheading the move to get 
city councils in our great state to recog- 
nize their need for the guidance of the 
One Who knows all things and the end 
from the beginning. 

Not only can the minister in the pul- 
pit bear effective testimony to the grace 
and power of God, Spirit-filled men in 
secular pursuits and given to carrying 
the Christian testimony with them, wher- 
ever their paths should take them, can 
bring an influence to bear and generate 
an interest in quarters not reachable by 
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what may be considered the professional 
disseminator of religion. 

We pray that Enoch Christoffersen 
shall have good success in his under- 
taking, not merely for the gratification 
of accomplishment, but for the good of 
the people served by the councils in- 
fluenced to acknowledge the God Who 
made all things and by Whom all things 
consist. —M. M.

Perhaps you have already met Uncle 
Dudley. He is that kindly old gentle- 
man who is intensely interested in the 
needs of every missionary and every 
mission field. He derives his name from 
the “undesignated funds.” Around the 
Missions Department when some need is 
presented for which no one else has 
thought to make adequate provision, 
we say, “I guess Uncle Dudley will have 
to take care of it.” 

Some of you have been wondering 
what Uncle Dudley does with all of his 
money. Here are just a few of the things 
which Uncle Dudley took care of in one 
month recently. 

He contributed to the living expense 
allowance of 218 missionaries or mis- 
sionary families who had _ insufficient 
designations for their support. 

Our 38 retired missionaries depend 
on him implicitly. 

He contributed to the support of na- 
tional workers on 36 different mission 


fields. 

He brought 14 missionaries or mis- 
sionary families home on furlough and 
contributed toward the return fares of 
13 missionaries or missionary families. 

He helped 110 missionaries with their 
travel expense in connection with their 
work on the field. 


He paid dental bills or supplied glasses’ 


for nine missionaries, 


-He supplied needed items of equip- 
ment for four missionary families. 

He paid for repairs or bought tires 
or accessories for eight missionary cars. 
He supported seven radio programs. 
He contributed to 22 building projects. 
He helped to support 26 Bible schools. 

He provided general budget expenses 
for 20 different mission fields. These 
were not single stations but areas ad- 
ministered by Field Committees or Dis- 
trict Councils. This item includes oper- 
ating printing plants, schools and other 
institutions, repairing and paying rental 
and taxes on buildings and many other 
expenses, 

He contributed to miscellaneous ex- 
penses on 41 individual mission stations. 

He improved eight miles of road so 
that the missionary could drive his jeep 
to the mission station. 

He helped to operate a missionary 
boat. ' 

He dug a well on a mission station. 

These are only some of Uncle Dudley’s 
activities. If we tried to detail them all 
we would weary you. Of late Uncle 
Dudley has never had anything left 
over at the end of the month. If you want
